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Pie  report  for  1968  is,  in  general,  satisfactory,  but  there  are  one  or  two 
figures  worthy  of  note 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Paisley  rose  to  29  per  thousand  live  births.  This 
is  higher  than  the  average  for  Scotland  and  higher  than  the  average  for  Large  Burghs. 
It  is  the  highest  figure  recorded  in  Paisley  since  1962.  Some  of  the  increase  at  least 
has  been  due  to  deaths  in  the  first  year  from  congenital  abnormalities. 

Lung  cancer  deaths  have  shown  a decrease  to  fifty- eight  from  last  year’s  figure 
of  eighty- four,  but  after  ischaemic  heart  disease  and  cerebro  vascular  disease  this 
is  still  third  in  order  as  a killer  disease  and  the  decrease  shown  this  year  should 
not  result  in  complacency  regarding  lung  cancer. 

During  1968  our  armament  against  children’s  infectious  diseases  was  increased  by 
the  introduction  of  measles  vaccine  Measles  was  made  a notifiable  disease  in  order  to 
follow  results  of  the  introduction  of  the  vaccine.  In  spite  of  publicity  and  the 
giving  of  leaflets  on  the  subject  to  all  mothers  attending  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  the 
response  has  not  been  as  high  as  was  hoped,  and  only  863  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

Daring  1968  the  Cytology  Services  have  been  extended  to  branch  clinics,  in  some 
cases  being  added  to  the  ante-natal  sessions.  Owing  to  an  unusually  heavy  drop  in 
figures  during  the  summer  months  the  cytology  figures  were  not  as  good  as  last  year 
but  after  some  autumn  publicity  the  figures  were  again  rising  towards  their  previous 
1 evel. 

Family  Planning  was  introduced  into  Ferguslie  Clinic  and  shortage  of  finance  is 
the  only  factor  which  prevents  its  extension  to  other  clinics  and  on  a greater  scale. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  Family  Planning  Association  for  their  help  in  this  field  and 
in  the  Ferguslie  area.  They  have  received  close  co-operation  from  the  Health  Visitor 
staff  and  we  are  satisfied  with  the  initial  results  achieved  in  this  area  and  with 
the  high  rate  of  re- attendance.  We  feel  that  this  introduction  of  Family  Planning  in 
this  area  using  the  Corporation  grant  to  subsidise  cases  where  subsidy  is  needed,  is 
proving  worth  while. 

The  number  of  handicapped  children  in  Arkleston  House  reached  twenty  during  the 
year  and  as  this  is  the  capacity  of  the  House  we  started- some  children  on  a half  week 
basis  so  that  we  might  give  relief  to  the  maximum  number  of  parents.  Pie  selection  of 
those  on  part-time  is  decided  by  the  Medical  Officer  responsible  for  the  handicap 
register  and  is  based  on  the  severity  of  the  symptoms  and  the  degree  of  difficulty 
likely  to  be  met  at  home. 

We  took  advantage  of  two  vacancies  when  the  Supervisor  of  Health  Visitors  retired 
to  combine  both  the  Home  Nursing  Service  and  the  Health  Visiting  Service 


under  one  Supervisor  of  Nurses,  and  a start  was  made  on  the  re-organisation  of  both 
Services  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  a progressive  move. 

These  notes  indicate  the  main  changes  in  the  Department  and  in  the  statistical 
figures  during  1968.  The  bulk  of  the  figures  as  shown  in  the  Report  are  not 
substantially  different  from  those  of  previous  years.

FOOD  POISONING 

During  the  year  there  have  been  no  major  episodes  of  food  poisoning,  although 
fifteen  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  investigated  Twelve  of  these  occurred  in  two 
small  communal  outbreaks  the  other  three  being  individual  cases  Seventeen  cases  of 
suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated  with  negative  results.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  many  more  mild  cases  and  possibly  family  outbreaks  occur  of  which  no  notification 
is  received  as  the  condition  may  be  transient  and  no  medical  attention  is  sought.

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DEVELOPMENTAL  ASSESSMENT  CLINIC 


The  baby  assessment  clinic  has  now  been  in  operation  for  nine  years,  and  a 
wealth  of  information  has  been  gained  The  children  seen  at  the  clinic  are  usually 
referred  by  their  own  doctors  or  by  health  visitors,  but  a number  are  seen  at  the 
request  of  a parent. 

The  work  is  highly  specialised  and  takes  a great  deal  of  time  and  patience.  Its 
value  can  be  measured  by  the  numbers  attending  the  clinic. 

The  test  used  is  mainly  that  devised  by  Dr  Griffiths.  Many  of  the  children 
tested  are  as  young  as  three  months  old,  but  even  at  this  early  stage  a sound 
forecast  of  their  future  development  can  be  made,

ANCILLARY  SERVICES  - 

The  Town  Council  continued  during  1968  to  provide  certain  Specialised  Services 
in  conjunction  with  its  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 

One  Dental  Clinic  per  week  was  held  at  The  Russell  Institute  Clinic.  The  Dental 
Units  at  Ferguslie .Glenburn  and  Foxbar  Clinics  were  also  in  operation. 

Examinations  and  conservative  treatments  are  carried  out  by  dentists  employed  by 
Renfrewshire  Education  Committee  in  their  School  Dental  Service. 
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In  all  one  hundred  and  sixty- four  persons,  four  adults  and  one  hundred  and  sixty 
children  were  examined  and  of  these  four  adults  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
children  completed  treatment.

This  was  the  fourteenth  full  calendar  year  during  which  the  Local  Health  Author- 
ity was  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods  (National  Dried  Milk, 
Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Vitamins  A and  D Tablets).  Distribution  takes  place  on 
certain  days  from  the  Clinics  at  Glenburn,  Ferguslie  and  Foxbar  as  well  as  the  daily 
distribution  (Monday  - Friday)  at  the  Central  Distribution  Centre  at  The  Russell 
Institute,  Causeyside  Street,  Paisley.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


The  Domestic  Help  Service  continued  to  give  valuable  assistance  to  the  cormiunity 
As  has  been  the  case  in  recent  years  there  has  been  a tendency  to  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  over  the  age  of  65.  At  present  a Survey  is  being  carried  out  of  the 
assistance  given  by  the  Home  Help  Service  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  in  fact 
meeting  all  the  demand  which  it  ought  to  be  able  to  meet,  especially  in  the  field  of 
laundry  service  and  heavier  domestic  duties  and  to  find  out  how  much  of  the  work  is 
m fact  minor  nursing  procedure  which  may  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Home  Nursing 
Service.  The  maximum  charge  for  the  Service  was  increased  early  in  the  year  and 
consideration  is  being  given  to  the  advisability  of  increasing  the  minimum  charge.

PREVENTION  OF  THE  BREAK-UP  OF  FAMILIES 


During  1968  eight  families  have  been  undergoing  training.  Seven  others  who 
commenced  training  withdrew  their  attendance  and  co-operation.  Eleven  families  are 
receiving  close  aftercare  and  less  frequent  visits  are  being  paid  to  previous 
families  whose  progress  has  warranted  a reduction  in  aftercare.  Three  families  were 
awaiting  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  family,  who  were  sent  to  Dundee  for  residential  training  for  six  months 
showed  initial  improvement  but  despite  close  supervision  after  their  return,  regressed 
and  the  standards  m this  family  are  again  back  to  their  pre- training  standards.

Contacts  are  followed  up.  adults  being  x rayed  children  being  tested  and 
offered  B C.G.  or  x-rayed.  Tie  numbers  dealt  with  are  shown  in  the  following  tables. 

In  eleven  schools  contact  classes  were  skin  tested  and  given  B.  C.  G.  or  x-  rayed. 

The  number  of  positive  reactors  with  no  previous  BCG  is  an  indication  of  the 
amount  of  contact  in  the  community.  Tiese  are  falling  steadily  and  are  now  5.8%  of 
t ose  tested.  In  view  of  the  smaller  numbers  now  involved  it  is  possible  to  follow  up 
t ese  c i dren  at  home  with  a view  to  ascertaining  whether  or  not  there  has  been  any 
^?SS1  a-  SO,J>ce  contact  in  the  family.  It  is  hoped  that  this  might  lead  to  some  of 

Jl  lsc°vered  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  community.  It  was  decided,  therefore, 

, , k n tfesting  followed  by  B C.  G or  x-  ray  to  child  contacts  and  x-ray  for 
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Excluding  families  resident  in  the  County,  49  families  were  involved  in  the 
follow-up.  Some  had  recent  negative  x-rays  and  were  not  re-done;  some  refused  to 
co-operate. 

In  six  cases  there  was  a family  history  of  tuberculosis  previously  unknown  to 
the  Department.  Hie  tables  below  show  the  results  of  Mantoux  and  x ray.

At 
present  only  two  sessions  a week  are  being  held  in  the  new  Clinic  in  Foxbar  and  this 
accounts  for  the  low  numbers  recorded.  The  number  of  sessions  supplied  to  Foxbar  will 
be  under  review  should  the  numbers  attending  increase.  %

A number  of  enquiries  were  received  during  the  year  from  individuals  interested 
in  operating  private  Nurseries  or  Play  Groups'.

During  the  School  Session  1967/68  a new  medical  record  card  was  introduced  with 
a view  to  the  central  processing  of  medical  cards  by  computer  in  Edinburgh.  Apart 
from  producing  a standard  card  for  the  country  this  has  the  advantage  of  allowing  far 
wider  classification  of  defect  and  will  give  us  far  more  information  regarding  the 
health  of  the  school  child.  The  new  card  was  introduced  after  the  start  of  the  School 
Year.  Eighty-four  of  the  old  medical  cards  with  a limited  classification  of  findings 
were  processed  in  the  old  way,  the  remaining  3,680  were  processed  by  the  computer  and 
used  the  international  classification  of  diseases.  Two  secs  of  Tables  therefore  appear 
showing  84  cards  processed  in  the  old  way  and  3,680  processed  by  computer.  In  future 
all  the  fables  should  be  shown  in  the  new  method. 

We  still  feel  that  the  School  Heal  th  Service  requires  a good  deal  of  re-organisation 
but  this  is  not  proving  possible  on  present  staffing  and  there  is  still  a need  for  a 
further  School  Medical  Officer  for  Paisley  as  pointed  out  in  previous  Reports.

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MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  Thursday  Club,  a Psychiatric  Club/Clinic,  continues  to  function  and  has 
benefitted  several  discharged  patients.  The  activities  of  the  Club  have  been  extended 
to  cater  for  those  relatives  of  patients  living  in  special  stress  conditions,  e.  g. 
parents  of  Mentally  Handicapped  children. 

Alcoholism  remains  a problem,  As  yet,  no  serious  cases  of  addiction  to  Narcotic 
drugs  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Mental  Health  Service.  Two  oersons  with  a 
deoendence  on  Amnhetamine  type  drugs  were  admitted  to  hospital  in  1968. 

During  1968.  forty  seven  cases  of  mental  illness  were  admitted  to  hospital,  all 
of  whom  were  certified. 

During  1968,  seven  cases  of  mental  deficiency  were  admitted  to  hospital,  all  of 
whom  were  certified. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  re-certify  any  defectives  attainin'?  the  age  of  16  years. 
One  female  defective  was  placed  under  Guardianship. 

There  were  no  patients  on  waiting  lists  for  admission  to  an  institution  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  the  Town  Council  are 
required  to  provide  accommodation  for  aged  and  infirm  persons  within  their  area  who 
cannot  be  adequately  looked  after  either  in  their  homes  or  by  relatives.  In  June  1951, 
Speirsfieid  House  was  opened  as  an  Old  People's  Home  and  in  April,  1957,  Stanely 
House  was  opened  to  implement  this  accommodation.

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REHOUSING  IN  RELATION  TO  ILLNESS 


The  number  of  applications  for  rehousing  on  medical  grounds  remains  high  and 
present  the  Health  Department  with  a formidable  problem  Five  hundred  and  ninety  one 
cases  were  investigated  thoroughly  in  1968  by  visits  of  medical  and  nursing  personnel 
and  a considered  opinion  on  the  advisability  of  rehousing  was  given  in  each  instance 
to  the  Special  Cases  Comnittee. 

Details  of  these  Cases  are  given  below  - 
General  Medical  Cases  - 

565  considered  203  Grc  led  (35  9%).  362  Declined  (64  1%) 
Tuberculosis  Cases  - 

26  considered.  13  Granted  (50  0%).  13  Declined  (50  0%) 

Hie  proportion  of  cases  granted  and  declined  remains  faircy  constant  each  year 
and  reflects  accurately  the  great  care  given  to  each  case  oy  the  Special  Cases 
Committee. 

Hie  number  of  cases  investigated  (591)  is  lower  than  that  of  1967  (664)  and  as  a 
great  deal  of  care  is  given  to  the  preparation  of  each  case  it  will  be  seen  that 
this  forms  a large  and  time  consuming  part  of  the  Department's  work. 
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MEDICAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  LONG  STAY  IMMIGRANTS 


Special  problems  arise  in  connection  with  the  health  and  treatment  of  long- stay 
immigrants  to  this  country  and  Local  Authorities  have  been  asked  to  give  their 
assistance  in  the  arrangements  made  for  their  welfare. 

Medical  Inspectors  at  the  main  seaports  obtain  from  the  immigrants  their 
destination  addresses  and  forward  these  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Local 
Authority  concerned  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  then  arranges  for  the  new 
immigrants  to  be  visited  so  that  they  may  be  given  general  information  about  the 
Health  Services  and  be  persuaded  to  get  themselves  and  their  dependents  registered 
with  a General  Medical  Practitioner 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  chest  illness  in  immigrants  the  Health  Department 
arranges  for  a chest  x-ray  of  all  members  of  the  immigrant's  family,  and  should  chest 
abnormality  be  found  arrangements  are  made  for  its  treatment. 

During  1968  nine  immigrants  were  dealt  with  in  this  fashion.  No  case  of  illness 
was  detected  in  any  of  these  persons.
